“The Face of Marble,” the Monogram drama _ which 
Opened “yeeterday Al: the: eo At theatre, main- 
tains an air of suspense and weirdness that should thrill fans 
who thrive on mystery films. An unusual amount of excite- 
ment is instilled into the drama through the excellent acting 


by the well chosen cast. * 


John Carradine proves that he is 
a most accomplished actor, in his 


starring role of a professor conduct- 
ing experiments in restoring life. 
Robert Shayne, his assistant, turns 
in a smart, smooth performance, 
and Claudia Drake, Carradine’s 
beautiful wife who finds herself at- 
tracted to Shayne, is effective in 
her role. An eery note enters the 
film with Rosa Rey, the Haitian 
housekeeper and believer in voodoo, 
who is a strange figure as she goes 
through her half-savage rituals. 
Maris Wrixon, as Shayne’s fiance, 
is a striking blonde contrast to the 
brunette beauty of Claudia Drake. 
Willie Best is funny as the fright- 
ened houseboy who witnesses spine- 
chilling scenes in the Carradine res- 
idence. Good performances are of- 
fered by Thomas E. Jackson, Neal 
Burns, Donald Kern and Allan Ray. 
General, a Great Dane, is particu- 
larly interesting to watch, especially 
when he looms as a menace to 
Shayne in the shape of a ghost dog. 


Carradine and Shayne kill Gen- 
eral in an attempt to try out their 
experiments. They return the dog 
to life but it still remains in the 
shadowy half-world. Meanwhile, the 
housekeeper, Rosa Rey, devoted to 
Claudia Drake, is interested in pro- 
moting an affectionate relationship 
between her mistress and Shayne, 
but her plans are upset when the 
former’s fiancee, Maris Wrixon, ar- 
rives.

Shayne is suspected by the 
police and it appears that the

Placards can read something like this: “If you dare to read these 
books alone in a cemetery at midnight you are qualified to see 
FACE OF MARBLE, now showing at the Monogram Theatre.” 

Turn out book markers plugging FACE OF MARBLE and 
have your lending libraries spot them in mystery and horror 
books. Supply your bookstores and newsstands with a plenti- 
ful, supply.

SUPER SHUDDER LOBBY 


Here is a lobby which will bring you crowds of curious 
which won't stop looking until they’re on their way inside. 
As an outstanding feature arrange a woman on an operat- 


ing table or slap, her face made up so that it appears to be 
of stone as in the accompnying photo. Rig neon lights round 
“the body” and keep the display in a dark corner with only the 
neon to light it. 

In another corner of the lobby, construct a cage. Inside it 
place a man (also with a face of stone) dressed in clothes cov- 
ered with mud and hanging seaweed. Label the cage with 
signs reading: “This is the man with the FACE OF MARBLE. If 
you dare, go inside where he will be unleashed in all his fury.” 
Or: “Back from the dead! Is he man or ghost? Don’t miss FACE 
OF MARBLE—if you can stand the thrills.” 

As another feature of your Lobby, equip a corner with med- 
ical equipment—X-Ray machines, a chemist’s table with test 
tubes, etc., a stethoscope and other striking paraphernalia.

NIGHTMARE CONTEST 


Consult the editor of your newspaper on staging a 
nightmare contest, with prizes for the most hideous dreams. 
Credit the idea to the horrors of FACE OF MARBLE. Provide a 
cash prize for the best letter and tickets for runners up. Launch 
the contest a week prior to your showing and run at least 
one of the more imaginative letters each day.

FOR STREET 


Utilize enough paint and hair stif- 
fening to give a street ballyhoo man, 
preferably a negro, a really frighten- 
ed look. Then send him through the 
streets shivering with a sandwich 
sign on his back reading: “That 
FACE OF MARBLE gave me the 
shivers. Don’t go near the Campus 
Theatre if you scare easily.”

LOBBY FIRST AID 


Rig up a first aid booth in your 
lobby with a nurse and with appro- 
priate signs. Big sign can read: 
“First aid for those who can't stand 
the shock of seeing the FACE OF 
MARBLE.” Have bottle labeled 
“smelling salts,” bandages marked: 
“For those injured trying to flee the- 
atre.” Alongside the table have 
stretcher labeled: “For those who 
have to be carried from the theatre.” 
A boitle may be labeled: “Headache 
tablets.” Another bottle marked: 
“Life Serum.”

PEEP HOLE CHILLS 


Illusion of a girl's face turning to 
marble as in FACE OF MARBLE 
should give you a thriller peephole 
panel. Illusion can be produced by 
placing a panel in which a peep- 
hole has been cut, at eye-level, sev- 
eral feet away from an opening 
through which a girl's head appears, 
with lights focused on her face. Place 
a large pane of glass at a 45 degree 
angle between the peephole and the 
girl’s head. To the left of the peep- 
hole in another opening place a 
“stone” face. As you light it, dim out 
the lights focused on the girl’s head 
whereupon the Face of Marble be- 
comes visible.

THRILL TEST 


Arrange a private showing of 
FACE OF MARBLE for two high 
school students, a boy and girl, with 
a school psychologist present to test 
their reactions. It might furnish a 
newspaper story on “who thrilled 
the most.” Instead of a boy and girl, 
blondes, brunettes and red heads 
might take the thrill test.
